Important Postal Information. 

When you address a letter see 
that you spell the name of the 
town correctly. Many postoffices 
have similar uames. Don’t write 
Lon. for I/ouisville. 

When you address a letter or 
card leave room for the stump and 
postmark in the opper right hand 
corner. Postmarks often blur yoor 
address. 

Do Dot put writing in newspapers 
or packages: if you do the matter 
becomes first-class mail and you 
must pay latter postage—two centa 
au ounce, or you are liable to a 
fine of #10. 

Written or typewritten letters 
placed in unsealed envelope*are 
subject to the same rate of postage 
ss when sealed—two cents an 
ounce. 

Post cards in transparent envel¬ 
opes will go at the rate of one cent 
if unsealed, provided there ie noth¬ 
ing more thau the address of tbe 
one to receive it and the name of 
sender. Stamp must be placed on 
envelope and not on card when en¬ 
closed iu transparent euvelope. 

Post cards containing writing 
and inclosed in transparent envel¬ 
ope, whether seal d or unsealed, 
must bear a two-cent stamp and 
the stamp must be placed on the 
envelope instead of the card, and 
if there ia tinsel on the card the 
envelope must be soaled. 

Sena money by post office money 
order, for if it is sent iu the man¬ 
ner, if lost in the mails the post 
office department will issue you 
another order. 

Send valuable papers or mer¬ 
chandise by first-class registered 
mail, for the post offioe depart¬ 
ment will make good anv loss iu 
the mail not exceeding #25.90. 

Patrons of post offices can get 
better service by renting a box 
which costs only 16 cents for three 
months. If you have a box the 
postmaster's work is lightened, 
aud your mail is not handled or 
looked over like it is in the gener¬ 
al delivery. The post office de¬ 
partment makes great conveniences 
for you, so do not hesitate to help 
in return. 

When you mail a letter or pack¬ 
age see that it is substantially dene 
up. The rapid haudliug of the 
mails sometimes destroys a poor 
envelope or covering of a package, 
and your mail is thus lost. 

You should put your name and 
and post office on the package, aud 
if not delivered it will be returned * 
to you, but you will have to repay 
tbe postage (unless it is first-class.) 

When you move to another post 
office notify the postmaster from 
your former post office to forward 
your mail aud notify the publish^ 
era of your papers that you have 
changed your post office. 

Letters from the pension agency * 
can be delivered only to the person 
to whom addressed or to some 
member of his or her family es¬ 
pecially authorized to receive the 
mail. 

If you have a friend visiting you, 
have their mail sent in your care. 

Use au ordinary size euvelope and 
have on it your return oard; if it 
is not delivered it will be returned 
to you, and not to the dead letter 
office, as thousands of letters do. 

If yon receive a letter by mistake 
and it is uot yours, don-t opeu it, 
but returu it promptly ; and if you 
do opeu it, write on euvelope 
“Opened by mistake,” and eigu 
your name.

Killing Near Pine Ridge. 

A difficulty came up Thursday 
last between Kelly Fulka and Bob 
Fulks on a tramroad near Pine 
Ridge, in which the former hit the 
latter with a monckey wrench, in¬ 
flicting a wound in the scalp. The 
wouuded man walked a mile or 
more aloug the tramroad where he 
fell and lay there until Friday 
morning, it raining during tho 
night. He was theu picked up 
and taken to Lexington for an op¬ 
eration in hope of saving hia life, 
but he diod Friday night. Kelly 
Fulks was put under guard aud his 
examining trial set for Monday, 
but ou that day it waa postponed 
to await witnesses for the defense. 
Since then it has beeu continued 
from day to day ai d the trial will 
l)e held today or tomorrow, por- 
baps. Three meu at a distance of 
76 yards claimed to have seen Kel¬ 
ly hit the other Fulks and fell him, 
and also that the victim was un¬ 
armed. The accusod, however, 
claims that the other man came at 
him with a knife and he hit him 
in self defense. It is now learned, 
too, that the defense will show 
that the examination of the injur¬ 
ed man at Lexington developed 
the fact that the wound iuiiicted 
by the wrench did not break the 
skull, but it was broken in two 
other places, indicating that he 
broke his skull wheu he fell ou the 
tramroad. The parties are related 
to each other and prominently 
connected and the result of the 
trial is awaited with considerable 
interest.
